POLICE COMMISSION. 


A LONG AND INTERESTING SES- 
SION YESTERDAY,

SON-IN-LAW PIERCE WILL AD- 
MINISTER THE ESTATE. 


Decision of the Long-drawn Banta 
Case Yesterday—The Jury De- 
termines that the Old Man was 
of Sound and Disposing Mind. 


Yesterday morning at 2:30 o'cloch 
the jury in the Banta will case returned 
a sealed verdict and went home. At 1 
o’clock, when court met in Judge 
Clark’s department, the attorneys or 
both sides were present, as also wai 
William Pierce. The sealed verdict 
was opened and it was found that the 
jury had found on three issues in the 
case for William Pierce and wife; that 
Isaac Banta was sane, and that undue 
influence and fraud had not been used 
in the making of the deed of trust. 

The announcement of the verdict 
was recieved quietly and without any 
visible effect upon the array of attor- 
ueys who have fought such a long legal 
battle. The face of William Pierce 
was immovable, and he did not show 
from his actions that he was especially 
interested one way or the other. 

‘The jury stood unanimous on two of 

the issues, that in regard to Isaac 
Banta’s sanity, and that fraud had 
been practiced by William Pierce and 
Lucy Pierce in procuring his signature 
to the deed of trust, but upon the sec- 
ond issue, that undue influence had: 
been used, three of the jurors voted 
yes. As it took only nine to reach a 
decision, however, the jury found for 
the defense on all three issues. 
A ripple of excitement was created 
when W. T. Williams arose and ad- 
dressed the court, stating that he 
wished to file an affidavit. He there- 
upon read the following: 

In the Superior Court of the county of 


Los Angeles, State of California. 
In the matter of the estate of Isaac Banta, 


deceased. 

W. T. Williams, a first duly sworn, 
deposes and says: That he is one of the 
attorneys for the contestants in the above 
entitled matter; that he is informed by 
Mary Banta and Alexander G. Metcalf, also 
one of the attorneys for contestants in the 
above matter, that one Parker, a witness 
who was subpœned by the proponent in the 
above matter, but not called as a witness 
therein, said to one Hayes in Pasadena 
since the jury was impaneled to try the 
issues submitted to them in said cause, 
that he Knew how the case would go if it 
were not for the fact that two of the jury- 
men had money from Pierce, and were 
Plerce’s intimate friends;” that affiant be- 
lieves that said statements are calculated to, 
‘and do bring the administration of justice 
into contempt, and that in justice to the 
court, jury and all parties connected with 
said cause, said Hayes and Parker ought to 
cited to be and appear before this court 
and be examined concerning said state- 
ments. W. T. WILLIAMS. 

Mr. Williams stated, as did all the 
attorneys, that they did not think the 
jury had been improperly approached, 
but that Parker should be punished if 
‘he had made the statements set forth, 

The Court directed that an order be 
issued, citing Parker to appear and 
show cause why he should not be pun- 
ished for contempt. No day was fixed 
for the appearance of the witness. 

It is very likely that the Banta case 
will be appealed to the Supreme Court 
unless a satisfactory settlement is ef- 
fected between the parties.

SAD TRAGEDY. | 


A Garvanza Boy Shot Down by One 
of His Companions. 

A sad tragedy occurred at the Gar 
vanza schoolhouse yesterday morning, 
resulting in the death of a 9-year-old 
schoolboy named Hiram Lightner, at 
the hands of a playmate, aged 13 years, 
named William Wooley, who accident- 
ally shot him througa the head, the 
ball entering the right eye, and killing 
him instantly. As near as can be 
learned, several of the boys at Gar- 
vanza have had their heads turned by 


reading flash“ literature, and talkin 
about going out to fight Indians. With 
this idea in view, several of them, 
among them Hiram and Harry Light- 
ner, have beet collecting anything they 
could get their hands on in the shape 
of weapons. Early yesterday mornin 
a crowd of boys gathered in an ol 
abandoned butcher shop, when Harry 
Lightner was showing what he 
had been able to get, consisting of a 
razor, a big dirk-knife and a 44-caliber 
bulldog pistol, which be claimed to 
have found in the bed of the arroyo. 

After examining the weapons for 
some time, and especially admiring 
the pistol, the boys went over to the 
Schoolhouse. Young Lightner’s big 
pistol was the topic of conversation 
among the boys, and some of them 
finally went into the water closet to 
have another lock at the weapon. It 
was passed around among them, and 
finally came into the hands of young 
Wooley, who began snapping it to see 
the cylinder revolve. He finally 
pointed it at Hiram Li 
pulled the trigger, when the weapon 
was discharged, and the boy fell to 
the ground with a bullet in hig 
brain. Instantly there was a scene of 
wild confusion among the boys, and 
they ran out of the place. 

Dr. J. K. Witherspoon, who was in 
the vicinity, was one of the first to ar- 
rive at the spot, and took charge of 
young Wooley, afterward turning 

im over to the Constable at Garvanza. 

+. Coroner Meredith was also notified, 
and at once went out and held an in- 
quest, the jury, after hearing the testi- 
mony of eye-witnesses, returning a 
verdict of accidental shooting, where- 
upon young Wooley was released. 
_ The dead boy lived with his mother 
in the bed of the arroyo, and, with his 
brother, attended the public school at 
Garvanza. Mrs. Lightner is a hard- 
working, industrious woman, and has 
so far managed to keep her family to- 
gether. She has had a great deal of 
trouble, and was indirectly the cause 
of the double tragedy at Garvanza 
some months ago, which resulted in 
the killing of old man Sprague and 
the Constable at that place, she having 
made a complaint against Sprague for 
assaulting her daugliter. 

Young Wooley is the son of George 
Wooley, an Eagle Rock rancher, and 
has a brother employed in Clark’s 
store, on the East Side.
